ueen conducting some Interesting ex 
perlments in an effort to determine 
which color Is the least discernible In 
a cloth to be used as a uniform of 
soldiers In the 
flcid. 
Samples of 


woolen jjoous of last colors and a 
variety of shades were placed at the 
loot of Seventeenth street, near the 
war department and members 
of 


the board made observations of sam- 
ples at different distances up to 1,100 
yards. 


Test Samples 
The samples were so placed as to 


reproduce tno conditions of actual 
service, such as the element of dust 
In Its effect on the obscurity of vis

Her cuns and vimlnro were 
lylnjr loose on tk-clc. tlie Iron for hor 
annor was Mink In the mud and water 
of the overflowing tldec, mid the bniuls 
jjnd bolts had yet to lie forced out of 
metal scattered over *bcty miles of ter- 
ritory wherever it could be withered. 
Even the timber for the BUM carriages 
of the ram wus still standing, thick 
•with foliage.

In this nnllnlshed condition Captain 


Isaac X. Ilrown, who hud been or- 
dered to complete the mounter nnd 
flsht everything on the river, found 
his ship. 
Ilrown had served In the 


old United States navy. <i Rood school 
for strong men. Ills government had 
given him free rein ns to expense In 
getting the ship alloiit In fighting trim, 
but to do this he must work with un- 
trained bands and but little muchltu-ry. 


Though laboring under every disad- 


vantage, with a powerful Federal fleet 
•within six hours' steaming and the 
boom of hostile guns sounding In the 
ears of the Improvised workmen, the 
ram was ready to weigh anchor the 
middle of July. True, the armor had 
not betm put on over her stern, and 
for appearance's sako boiler Iron was 
tacked on to coyer up the wood. Sim 
carried ten guns, six in broadside uni} 


delct. tier companions, the wooden 
boats Tyler and Queen of the AVest. 
nlfo turned away, using their stern bat- 
teries on the advancing nun. A lively 
chase of half an hour followed, during 
which time the ram, with her two 


I sixty-four pounder bow guns, raked all 
the ships. 
The Curoadelut ran Into 


shallow water where the Arkansas 


I couldn't follow, carrying twenty shots 
In her pipes, beams and principal ma- 
chinery. 
The Tyler wan hit eleven 


times and, with the Queen of the West, 
steamed rapidly away. 


Brown know that the escaping Fed- 


erals, would alarm the tleet In the Mis- 
slsslp'pl and crowded on full power to 
give chase. lie had been hit In tun 
light, but with blood streaming down 
his cheeks walked the deck, animat- 
ing his crew. One of the Federal shots 
had cut n pipe, and the steam dropped 
down to twenty pounds, hardly enough 
to turn the engines. Hut for this acci- 
dent Brown would have been able to 
use the ram In the light. Soon after 
the ram swung Into the Mississippi 
It came In sight of a Federal fleet 
whose hulks alone seemed literally to 
bur the channel of.the mighty river. 
There were ironclads superior In armor 
nnd speed to the ram, In all seven 
rains and ten seagoing ships of war, 
"300 men, 'MiO heavy guns and a vast 
squadron of ironclads, gunboats, frig 
ntes. etc.. against a single Confederate 
vessel of ten guns and 2UO men." 


Without a second's delay to maneu- 


ver the Arkansas dashed Into the line.

two foro nnd nft, with a crew of 100 
seamen nnd sixty riflemen from the 
army. The underotllcers hnd all grad- 
uated from the old navy, nnil Ilrown 
said his only trouble In hnndllni; them 
was to keen them fnun running the 
ram Into the Federal fleet lylliK In thu 
Mississippi before she was ready for 
battle. Brown was unJxIouH to Jlsht, too. 
but he WIIM n faithful soldier and had 
been ordered by his superior to brlns 
Ills ship to VIckHburg and help defend 
that stronghold, then beset by n pow- 
erful Federal fleet lyluc In the Missis- 
sippi between 
VlcksburK and 
the 


mouth of the Yazoo. 
The message 


•which summoned the ram to .Ticks- 
bur's said'that there were thirty Fed- 
eral ships within sight of the blulTs 
"and plenty more up the river." This 
was the prospect ahead of the ram 
when she set her prow In dead earnest 
for the anchorage of the fleets of Far- 
ragut, Davis and Ellet the morning of 
July 14. 


After-a few hours* steaming Brown 


discovered that owing to a leak In the 
steam pipes the stock of powder hail 
been wet and was unlit for use. Mak- 
ing a landing, the whole day passed In 
drying*the powder by shaking It In the 
burning sun, and at nightfall the ram 
again started down the Yazoo. Ilrown 
hoped to surprise the enemy before 
daylight the 15th, but about 3 n. in. 
the rain got aground and lost an hour's 
time. With the rising of the sun she 
was steaintng forward again and 
soon brought Into view three Federal 
ships coming up the Yazoo. The ene- 
my had heard of the Arkansas and her 
intended trip to A'lckslmrg. 


When Ilrown saw what lay ahead of 


the ram, he called his men on deck and 
made a little speech, which sounded 
like before-the-battle buncombe. But 
it wasn't that. 


After 'cheering the speech the,offi- 


cers stripped off their coats and the 
men bared themselves to thi> waists 
and bound wet cloths about their fore 


.. heads. 
The riflemen fixed bayonets 


and stood ready for boarders. Brown 
ordered his pilot to stand for the cen 
tral vessel of the three strangers, but 
before he could raiii her she put about, 
firing her bo\v guns Into the.ram at 
short range. 


The ship aimed at by the Arkansas 


was the new Ironclad gunboat Caron

For an hour the Federal ships chased 


the ram. but finally n rllle shell from 
the Confederate batteries nt Vlcksburg 
warned them that they had struck the 
dead line. The naval siege of VIclss-' 
:>urg was raised, and the Confederate 
army and the populace turned out to 
welcome the blood stained hero Ilrown 
and his daring crew. 


TJie marvelous run-of the single ship 


through an Immense licet of enemies 
spread consternation among the Fed- 
eral commanders. What was to binder 
tho Arkansas from continuing down 
the river and recapturing New Or- 
leans? The Essex gunboat nnd ram 
Queen of the West one night dropped 
past the VlcUsburg guns and tried to 
seal the fate of the rrtm. Hut the crow 
was alert and sent the ships back home 
tilled with holes. 
Still later, while 


Ilrown was away on sick leave, the 
commander of the rum tried to take 
her down the river to Jlaton Houge, 
but, falling In with a powerful tleet of 
the enemy, be set her on lire and aban- 
doned her. 
Her old foe, the Essex, 


poured a furious fire Into her, and she 
exploded Just as Brown, following bis 
ship across country on horseback, came 
within view. The Arkansas was gone, 
but had vanished with her colors fly- 
Ing.
